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New life on death row 


In policy change, Arizona 
inmates leaving ‘solitary’

The first time in 20 years that Richard Greenway 
was let out of his prison cell without shackles, he didn’t 


know what to do with his hands. 


Greenway, 49, has been on Arizona’s death row 
since 1989. He was sentenced to death for the 1988 
murders of a woman and her daughter during a bur- 
glary in Tucson. From 1997 until last summer, like all 
other death-row prisoners, he was in the maximum-

security Browning Unit at Arizona State Prison Com-

There, he spent 23 hours a day in a 9%4-by-10-foot 
concrete cell with a perforated steel door, a bench bed 
and a sink attached to a seatless toilet. He could take 
no educational courses, he could have no job or face-

State, Forest Service say 
they’ve agreed on plan

After years of controversy and un- 
certainty, representatives for Arizona 
and the federal government say they 
have reached an agreement that will 
ensure the long-term protection of the 
free-roaming horses near the Salt Riv- 
er. 

The Arizona Department of Agricul- 
ture and U.S. Forest Service had until 
Sunday to ink a management deal for 
the horses. 

With little time to spare, the two 
government agencies announced Fri- 
day they had reached an agreement. 

“This is a positive development and 
the first step to ensure that the Salt 
River horses can roam without fear of 
danger or harassment,” Arizona De- 
partment of Agriculture spokeswom- 
an Sharma Torrens said. “We look for- 
ward to continuing this important col- 
laboration and process.” 

The agreement, provided to The Ar- 
izona Republic on Friday, splits man- 
agement responsibilities between the 
two government agencies.

People across the U.S. have experi- 
enced record-low or near-record-low 
temperatures this week, with some of 
the lowest hitting International Falls, 
Minnesota, where the thermometer 
dropped to minus 36 degrees. But over- 
all, 2017 has seen far more record highs 
than record lows — one of the clearest 
signs of global warming, scientists say. 


Over the past 365 days, there have 
been roughly three record-high temper- 
atures in the U.S. for every record-low 
temperature, according to federal data. 

There’s a big difference between 
weather and climate, scientists say: 
Weather happens in the short term, 
while global climate systems influence 
weather over longer time scales. 1B
